4. Volunteer Fireman Exemption 
The assessor provided E. Miller with information about a tax exemption for volunteer fireman and 
amnbulance members for the City of Port Jervis. If approved, it would provide a 10% savings on their city 
tax bill. Several other municipalities within the county have approved this. 

5. Tax Lien Sale 
It was discussed that there was a new Supreme Court ruling that would impact how the city could 
possiby conduct our tax lien sale. To date, the city retained excess bid amounts. That is no longer allowed. 
The council will discuss how to move forward further at the next meeting after consulting with 
corporationn counsel.
